Present-day Systems 
Condemned 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Educational systems that could not 
retain Jewish children after they 
reached the age of 13 or 14 were 
condemned in strong terms by both 
Rabbi Kopul Rosen, Principal of 
Carmel College, and Rabb: Dr. S. 
Schonfeid, Principal of the Jewish 
Secondary Schools Movement, when 
thev took part on Monday in a 
“Symposium On Jewish Education,” 
organised by the Zionist Federation, 
at the Anglo-Israelt Ciub, London. 
Mr. Janus Cohen, Chairman of the 
Federation, presided. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom,. who 
opened the debate, recalled that =a 
demand for Jewish day schools had been 
made in this country since the end of the 
last century, when the tmmigrants from 
Eastern Europe had tried to establish: a 
system of Jewish education which would 
harmonise with the Jewishness in their 
homes. 

As at. present, he said, the Jewish 
leaders of those. days had been against 
it. and had maintained that a few hours 
of religious instruction was sufficient. As 
a result of that attitude a generation of 
am. haaratzim Was growing up. 


Dearth of Teachers 


There was a great dearth of prope: 
teachers and no seminaries to produce 
them. Jewish homes. were devoid of 
Yiddishkeit and, while~ the: Liberal and.

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AMERICAN DIAMOND GROUPS FINED 
Boycotted West German Industry

NEW YORK 

Offering a piea of noio 
contendere, the Diamond Centre. Inc., 
a trade organisahon representing 9OO 
important American wholesale dia- 
mond merchants, has been fined $2450 
by the United States District Court for 
to boycott. the diamond 
industry of Germany, thereby restrain- 
ing inter- State and foreign commerce. 
Phe Diamond Dealers’ Club, conssst- 
ing of about. 1400 wholesalers, 
retailers, and diamond brokers. was 
found guilty of similar charges and 
also fined $250. 

The charges date back to November 10, 
1949. when the Centre passed a resolu- 
tion stating that no member “ shall deal. 
in anv form whatsover, with Germany, 
directly or indirectly. in rough, industrial, 
or polished diamonds 

Mr. John V_ Leddy. appearing for the 
Government, alleged that the 
organisations had adopied the resotutron 
following a mecting of an international! 
association of diamond dealers in Europe 
He claimed that the. organisations had 
farmed a joint body, known as the Ger- 
man Activities Investigating. Committee. 
for the enforcement of the resolutions 
and that they carried out the resolutions 
to’ the detriment. of the international! 
trade and commerce of the 
States.” Mr. Leddy demanded a fine of 
$1,000. the maximum penalty is $45,000

Moreover, by agreeing to refrain from 
constructing the canal and utilising the Jordan 
waters—all, as a Diplomatic Correspondent 
points out elsewhere in this issue, within 


Israeli territory—the Government of Israel 


has given new ewidence of its preparedness to 
enter into discussions with its neighbours on 
the question of regional water development. 
Such a scheme has received new emphasis in 
the Tennessee Valley Authority plan for a 
united development of the water resources of 
the Jordan Valley region. Although’ the 
scheme is still only a matter of theory, the 
visit of Mr. Ertc JOHNSTON, President E1SEN- 
HOWER'S' personal representative, to the 


' Middle East, should hasten its becoming a 


practical proposition. Israel and the Arab 
States have every reason to co-operate in a 
plan with such beneficent possibilities, but 
while Israel is ready to discuss it, can the 
same be said for the Arabs ?) Mr. JOHNSTON 
did not have a very warm welcome in the 
Arab countries he has visited, and one or two 
even requested him to stay away. This is. of 
course, in keeping with the set policy of the 
Arabs, who stubbornly refuse all regional and 
neighbourly co-operation with Israel, whether 
it be a question of public health, civil aviation, 
or fighting the locust plague. 

It now rests with the Great Powers, but 
especially with the United States, the 
originator of the Tennessee Valley Plan, to 
use their influence with the Arabs in persuad- 
ing them to a more reasonable and co-opera- 
tive policy. Is it too much to anticipate that 
Mr. DULLEs, who was so prompt in penalising 
Israel for its alleged unwillingness to accept 
his advice, will, if with less drastic 
“ sanctions,” now show. equal determination 
in advising the Arabs on their attitude to this 
new plan? Regional co-operation, it is 
obvious, if realised successfully, would be of 
great benefit to Arab and ‘Israeli alike, and 
would pave the way undoubtedly to a solution 
of many vexed questions in the whole Middle 
East area. | 


THE “JOINT” 


As reported on page I4 of this issue, the 
American Joint Distribution Committee, the 
foremost relief and welfare agency in world 
Jewry, is to spend aver $27,000,000 in the 
coming year, mainly to help needy Jews in 
Israel, Europe, and the Moslem countries. 
Because of the tremendous drop in the flow 
of immigration to Israel and the closing of 
the “ Joint’s © offices in Eastern Europe, the 
organisation has, in recent years, concentrated 
its efforts on alleviating the plight of sick and 
aged newcomers to Israel, who, with the aid 
of Malben (the organisation set up by the 
Joint in co-operation with the Jewish Agency 
for this particular purpose), are gradually 
being transferred from the primitive reception 
camps to new institutions, where they may 
spend their days in comparative comfort. The 
West European Jewish communities, assisted 
financially by the Joint, have, since the war. 
been able to re-establish their communal life 
and, apart from isolated groups such as the 
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“hard-core ” refugee cases in Western Ger- 
many, no longer require large-scale rehet. Lhe 
position of the hundreds of thousands of Jews 
in the Oriental cities and primitive villages ol 
North Africa is, of course. more tragic. Many 
of these hapless people eke out a precarious 
livelihood under wretched conditions in 
unhygienic and crowded mellahs which breed 
disease. The Joint is tackling the gigantic job 
of combating disease in the ghettoes and 
villages of North Africa, but although some 
progress has been made and the mortality 
rate among Jews in the area reduced in recent 
years, much has still to be done. Priority 1s 
being given to aiding the children: much 
good work has been ‘accomplished in the pro- 
vision. of new schools and food centres, in 
helping to save the sight of children stricken 
with trachoma, and in assisting those suffering 
from other endemic diseases. Since the war, 
the Joint has spent vast sums on. helping 
Stricken: Jewish communities. all over. the 
world; in’ Europe alone it has spent 
$300 ,000,000 to assist the survivors of Nazism. 
But its task is by no means completed. Its 
funds come trom the warm-hearted American 
Jewish communities, which, it 1s safe to 
prophesy, will continue to give generous 
financial assistance to an organisation which 
has made itself responsible for the welfare of 
a considerable section of world Jewry. 


NOBEL PRIZE 


Since the establishment of the Nobel 


Foundation in 1900, something jike iO per 
cent of the distinguished laureates have 
been Jews. This exceptionally large propor- 
tion affords remarkable evidence. of out- 
standing Jewish service to scientific discovery 
and humanitarian endeavour. 
Jewish representatives. are to. be found in 
each of the categories—medicine, physics, 
chemistry, literature, and peace--for which 
the Nobel Prize is,;given annually to persons 
who have “rendered the greatest service to 
humanity.” The largest number of Jews in 
any. single category—at least nine—were 
given the award for medicine ; and now two 


further additions have been made to this. 


illustrious group, the 1953 prize for medicine 
having been awarded jorntly to Dr. Hans 
ADOLF Kress, F.R.S., Professor. of 


FRITZ ALBERT LIPMANN, of the Harvard 
Medical School, U.S.A. These latest honours 
must occasion legitimate pride to Jewry, 
which has for centuries contributed so splen- 
didly to medicine—the science of healing, 


that represents the very quintessence of the. 


Nobel benefaction. Moreover, a_ special 
Significance attaches to the fact that both 
these prize-winners were refugees from Nazi 
Germany. Forced to leave their native land. 
because of racial persecution, they Were 
enabled to pursue their researches in lands 
of freedom and thereby to benefit not only 
their new homelands but all mankind. In 
this respect they belong to a very notable 
company of contemporary exiles who have 
won Nobel Prizes. 
ALBERT EINSTEIN and Dr. ERNst Boris 
CHAIN, F.R.S.,. the co-discoverer of —peni- 
cillin. Others are Dr. TaADEUS REICHSTEIN, 
the discoverer of cortisone, and Dr. SELMAN 
A. WAKSMAN, the discoverer of strepto- 
mycin, both of whom were rescued in youth 
from Tsarist oppression. British Jewry will

From. the point of view of psychoanalysis 
the early life of Freud was coloured by his 
relationship «with his. parents. . Profound}, 
attached to his mother, he, however, admitted 
to deep ambivalent feelings towards his father, 
and these doubtlessly determined those powertul 
needs for both love and hate. which were. as 
concepts, to figure so prominently in his future 
theories of human relations. [t°muy well be 
that the strong trend towards complete freedom 
of religious thought was tied up with these 
emotions. He showed: deep antipathy. to rel- 
gious thought and practice, and only later in 
life betrayed an irreducible and minima! attach 
ment. to Jewish hfe. Nevertheless he. never 
denied his racial affiliations, went. however 
reluctantly, through a Jewish form of marriage. 
and found his most. faithful. and brijjiant 
disciples in a Jewish band of doctors... Jung 
the only non-Jew—soon seceded. and Jones 
wittily remarks that, of the faithful, he was the 
only goy among. them. 

Founder of Psychoanalysis 

Although Freud was always deeply adsorbed 
in his studies he possessed all the basic ink 
and passions, even if they were satishca and 
expressed in a way which was nothing stort 
of Victorian. The founder of psychoanalysis 
had all the inhibitions which his critics have 
held’ that Freud out to destroy, His

passed between them disclose all the strengths 
and weaknesses of a sensitive lover and a grea! 

Those who only know Freud as 
the founder of a new and penetrating and 
disquieting theory of human. conduct wii! be 
surprised that for many years he was a patient 
and brilliantly producttve research worker if 
the field of neurology. This phase must finally 
silence the critics who say that the founder ol 
the psychoanalytic theories came with an 
untrained and unscientific mind. Hf anything 
he came, perhaps, too deeply imbued with nine 
teenth-century materialism. But he had genius 
to rise above this in the next phase of Mis 
development. 

The great change came when Mariage and 
the absence of full recognition demanded 1! 
he should leave research for privale practice, 
He visited Charcot and was attracted by the 
great Frenchman’s interest in hysteria. His 
relations with Breuer brought him face to jate 
with a new method of exploring the mind, first

The cathartic method was the 
first step and instrument which allowed [0 the 
new theory to take shape. | 

This new instrument exposed those processes 
which came to be subsumed under the term 
Unconscious.
